Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD Final Destination 3: Disc 1 contains a feature that has previously been examined and 
classified. The 35mm film version of Final Destination 3 was classified by the Classification Office as 
objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 16 years, with the descriptive note, contains horror scenes and offensive language. The 
decision was registered on 16 March 2006 (OFLC 600648). 

Final Destination 3: Disc 1 contains two versions of the previously classified feature. The theatrical 
version was verified as identical to the 35mm film version. The second version subtitled "Choose 
Their Fate!" allows the viewer to activate nine alternate scenes and onscreen text. There is also a 
commentary to the feature. The DVD's additional components do not provide grounds to alter the 
classification given to the 35mm version. The DVD is therefore classified as objectionable except if 
the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 years with 
the descriptive note contains horror scenes and offensive language. 
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
